Do not lay out iu detail a "course of rc-ad- 
g." Probably you would not follow it, 
d tho moral effect of making a plan and 
ving it up ia injurious. Hut thero ia au- 
hcr reason for my ndvico. 
When you be- 


mo interested iu a subject then m the time 
follow it up aud read everything you can 
t, hold of about it. 
What you read when 


us keenly Interested you will remember 
d make your own, aud that in tho secret 
acquiring knowledge—lo study a thing 
ion your mind is avake and eager to 
now more. No matter if it leads you away 
om the books with which you set out; nnd 
it Bonds you to another subject so that 
iu never again open the original book, so 
uch the bettor; you ore eager, you are 
arning, and tho object of reading is to 
arn—not to get through ll certain number 
books. 
"What wo read with inclination," said 
iso old Dr. Johnson, "makes a strong im- 
ression. What we read as a task is of little 
e." 
When you read a book that interests you 


ou naturally wish lo know more of its 
uthor. That is the time to make acquaml- 
nce. Eoad his life or an account of him iu 


; eucyciopedia-.look over his other writings 
ud become familiar with them. 
Then you 


ave really added something to your knowl- 
dge. 
If you fettered yourself with n 


course" you could uot do this, and before 
ou finished a book you would have forgot- 
u the special points which interested you 
s you went through. 
You think that history is dull reading, 
erhaps. I'm afraid that is because _ you 
avo a dull way of reading it, not realizing 
jat it is a series of true and wonderful 
ories of men's lives, besond comparison 


more marvelous aud interesting than the 


ctitious lives we read in novels. The first 
ages aro usually dry, I admit, and I advise 
m not to look nt them till you feel a desire 
o do so; but select some person aud follow 
ut the story of his life, or some event, and 
ead about that, and I assure you you will 
nfl a new life in the old books. 
After getting iu this way a fragmentary 
iquaintance with a nation, its prominent 
,eu and striking events, you will doubtless 
eel anxious to know its whole story, and 
ion, reading it with interest, you will 
imernbcr what you read. 
But there aro other subjects iu wlk-h you 


..ay bo interested. You wish first to know 
bout tho few great books and authors gon- 
ally regarded and referred to as tho 
ountain heads of Iho world's literature. It 
s impossible, in a little "talk" like this, to 
ive definite directions for gaining a knowl- 


of these. Needs vary in almost every 


aso, aud n book that might wisely bo 
elected for ono girl might be a very poor 
,oico for nnotuvr. Almost every ono can 
urn to some judicious relative or friend 
•ho, at least, can start her in a good dircc- 
on. 
Ouco started, tha way is delightful 


nd easy. There aro many entrances into 
_6 great temples of literature—you 
otgo in bv all of thorn. 
Thero aro'many well known aud often 
noted authors, concerning whom you will 
•ish to be informed even if you never road 
heir works. 
You want to know when they 


red and what they wrote. 'J'ho world 
coks is too large for any ono fo know 
tiorougbly; you must select from the wide 
ange what suits your tasto, and bo content 
o have itn outside or title page knowledge 
if tho rest. 


Above all, in your mailing yon want lo 
void becoming narrow and one sided. Head 
joth sides of a question. 
If you rood a eu- 


ogistic biography of a person, read, also, if 
lossiblo, ono written from another stand- 
point. You will find that uo one is wholly 
jad nor wholly, good, and you will grow 
.road iu your views. 


But, perhaps, you don't know how to read 


.jy subjects. Let'me tell you. Suppose yon 
see an allusion to something that interests 
you—sny Sir Walter Haleigh. Look for his 
lame iu an encyclopedia or biographies' 
lictionary (which you will find iu every tol 
eroblo villngo library). Heading of him yor 
will become interested in Queen Elizabeth, 
^ook her np in IliB sniuo books and in Enp,. 
ish history : observe Ihe noted men of her 
reign, look thorn up, read their lives ; reatf 
historical novels and poems of her times 
look at tho table of contents of magazine 
and reviews, nnd read essays ou the subject 
You see the way open before you. Onco 
make a start, and there is scarcely an end to 
the paths you will wish to follow. 


If you have no special subject of interest, 


tako up an encyclopedia, slowly turn tho 
leaves over and read any item that attracts 
you, not forcing yourself to read anything, 
if you have any life in you, you will find 
something to interest you; then you havo 
your subject. If it is some historical per- 
son or event, proceed as I havo dictated: if 
scientific, overhaul the dictionaries of sci- 
ence, lives of scientific men, discussions of 
disputed points, etc.; if geographical, turn 
to a gazetteer, books of travel, etc. 
One 


book will lead to another. 


Kignt here let mo say I hope you havo ,ic- 


ccas to these works of reference, either in 
vour own house or that of a friend, or at a 
public library. 
Hut if your case is tho very 


worst—if you have none, cannot buy thorn 
and have no public library in your neighbor- 
hood—let mo advise you to drop everything 
olso nnd malce it your sole and special mis- 
sion to start one, cither by influencing your 
parents and older friends, or by getting up 
n club of your mutes. 
A strong will nnd 


earnest efforts will accomplish wonders, aud 
nil older people nro willing to help young- 
ones to useful tools. 


Your memory is bad, perhaps; but I can 


tell you two secrets that will cure the worst 
memory. Ono I mentioned above: to rcnil 
a subject when strongly interested. 
Tho 


other'is not only to rend, but think. 
When 


•von hnvo read a paragraph or n page, stop, 
close tho book nnd try to remember tho 
ideas on that pngo, nnd not only recall thorn 
vaguely in your mind, but put them into 
words and speak them out. Faithfully fol- 
low these two rules, nnd you have tho gold- 
on keys of knowledge. Besides inattentive 
reading, thero aro other things injurious to 
memory. Ono has tho hnbit of skimminp 
ovor newspapers, items of news, smnrt ro 
innrks, bits of information, political reflec 
t!ons, fashion notes, nil in n confused jum 
bio, never to bo thought of again, thus dili 
gently cultivating a hnbit of careless rend 
ing hntd to break. Another is tho rending 
of trashy novels 
Nothing is so fatal to 


rending with profit n.i tho hnbit of running 
through story after story, and forgettin; 
thorn as soon ns road. I know a grny-hnircr1 


o tho Times says tho action of Cronin in

C. Coxzens, 
to whose sickutss wo have several times re- 
ferred within the past few d(iys,pfifesod away 
yesterday morning after tt sovere illness of 
several weeks. 


Mr, Cohens was boru Aug. Il-', 1811,"and 


ivas consequently, a little past sixty five 
years of ago. 
ITe has boen during almost 


bis whole life closely identified with tho 
business interests of onr city, having bcon 
in the dry goods trade for about thirty years 
ami being extensively known at home 
and abroad aa the head of the mercantile 
firm which bears his name. 


Mi1. Co/neus was frenueutly called upon 


during his life to occupy positions of pub- 
lic trust Hud responsibility. He was for 
many years president of the Newport Bible 
society, president of lledwood Library, and 
an active and honored officer of Zion Church 
in tho prosperity of which he felt 
an 


especial interest. Tor about leu years he 
has been president of the Khode Island 
Union Bank, which position ho occupied at 
the lime of his death, lie has also filled 
many other positions of responsibility and 
usefulness.

Arnold, ho succeeded to tho gubernatorial 
chair and filled tho vacancy us governor of 
thestat« from February to May of 1803. 
This was a period in which great issues 
wero at stake nnd important events crowded 
themselves into a brief space.

FIRES IN RHODE 1SLAX1). 


Our stale bas for many years like our own 


city of Newport been remarkably exempt 
from large and destructive fires. 
But for a 


year or two past the losses from Ihis cause 
have been quite heavy and just now fre- 
quent and destructive tires are reported in 
various parts of Iho slale. 


Yesterday morning the bleaebery at Pon- 


liac, a sloue building .VixtSO feel was de- 
stroyed involving n loss of not far from 
$500,00». It was owned by B. B. .t It. 
Knight and was insured for §1-10,000. A 
large number of workmen are thrown out of 
employ which at this season of the year is a 
serious calamity. 


At about the same lime a house was par- 


tially burned in Providence in which two 
persons, Mr. and Mrs. F.lkaui Ingalls, lost 
Iheir lives. They were suffocalod by tho 
smoke, the bodies being found in a room 
where there had been but liUlc flre. The 
Star says, The position of tho bodies was 
such as to lead to Iho belief that they were 
aroused when in a suffocating condition, 
tried to ronch the door.but had not strenglh 
to do so, Sir. Ingall's head lay close to the 
bureau, and was burned in an almost nn- 
recognizabte manner. Ills right arm lay 
under his head, and the fingers of his hand 
were burned off. Mrs. Ingnll's body lay 
firtber from Hie fatal bureau, and being 
protecled wilh moro clolhing wan not bhck- 
«ned as much. 


Coroner Wightrnau was notified and sum- 


moned as a jury of inquest Messrs. Joseph
